The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a system for extending in length 
a connection from a universal serial bus (USB) peripheral device to a computer beyond 
the length enabled by the device hardware, the system comprising all the claimed 
elements such as the USB host emulator further comprises: a USB transceiver, for bi- 
directionally coupling a glue logic module to the USB peripheral device and to allow 
receiving a report packet provided by the USB peripheral device in response to the 
polling, the USB transceiver for providing physical interfacing, according to a USB 
standard, of the attached USB device to the glue logic module.
